The Church retains many Attractions for the 


Virtuoſo and Antiquary. It is indeed a very fi- 


niſhed Specimen of the pureſt Gothic Architecture 


that prevailed about the Clofe of the fifteenth Cen- 
tury. This Structure confiſts of a lofty Nave, two 


Aiſles, and a Tower in the Middle; 120 Feet 
in length, and 35 broad. The whole is embattled; 
a Series of groteſque Figures ſurround the Archi- 
trave. Of the Tower, which is ſo low in Proportion 


that it has been thought a Spire was originally 
intended, the Form has ſome Peculiarities; for 


the Buttreſſes are flattened, and gradually dimi- 


niſhed to the Top, and upon the Baſes are Effigies 


as large as Life, of rude Sculpture, ſo that it ap- 
pears to be almoſt octangular at a ſmall Diſtance. 
The Parapet is ornamented with five Eſcocheons on 
each Side; the four larger of which bear the Arms 
of Dx CLAnx R, DR SPENCER, NEewBURGH, and 
TAuk. Others are charged with the ragged Staff 
and Fetterlock, the Cognizances of the Houſe 


of Beaucxamy. There are many Niches, which 


when filled with the highly finiſhed Images, now 


removed, muſt have added much to the original 


Beauty of this Edifice. Of its internal Form and
